When the children of Judah wero 
delivered from their captivity and al- 
lowed by the proclamation of Cyrus to 
return to their own land, ons of the 
pripoipal things that attracted their 
attention was the rebnilding of the 
bonus of God which had been destroyed 

the Babyionians. This was a work 
w Cyrus bimself enjoined aud upon 
which the bearts of the people were 
fixed, It was not, however, to be gc- 
complished at once; and, as the wor- 
chip of God was as matter of immediate 
concern, they cot np an altar on which 
to offer eacrifices aud offering till such 
time as the temple should be built. In 
the second year after their return, the 
foundation of the Lord's house was 
laid, but oppositions being made to it 
by the adreraaries of Judah aud Beuja- 
min, the work ceated all the days of 
Cyrus until the reign of Darius. 

During this period, which scems to 
have been about fonrteen years, they 
sank into a spirit of indifference, At 
first they desisted from neceesity, but 
after warde, th attention bing 
turned to the buildivg of heuses for 
themselves, they scemed vory well 
contented that the house of God should 
lie waste; for this, their temper and 
conduct, the land was smitten with 
barrenness, % that the vintage and 
the barvest ſailed them. 

God also raised up Haggai and Zach- 
ariah to go and remonstrate against 
their snpineness, and the efforts of 
these two prophets were tho means of 
stirring vp the people to resume the 
work, The argument that the people 
need against building the house of God 
was that the time had not come.” 

A work of that nature onght to have 

prosccuted of their own accord; 
at least, they #bonld bave tried. It 
did not follow because they were hin- 
dered once that, therefore, they should 
never succeed, or perhaps plead their 
Present weak ness and poverty. 

By refctring to the fourth verse of 
the prophecy of Haggai/it looks as if 
they wished to lay aside fortnnes for 
themselves and their families, and 
then at some future time they migbt 
contribute to the building of the house 
of God. 

There is, I maintain, something of 
this proerastinating spirit that runs 
throngh millions of the American Ne- 
groes, most specially the A. M. E. 
chureb, which is the only eociesiastical 
organization of the Negroes, which 
nearly copes in members, wealth and 
aggressive power with tho most favored 
religions seot of the world. They 
know of many things that should be 
done in the redemptive work of Africa 
and cannot them, but still they

thing would have been cffected, but 
what car I do, an individual and a 
poor man; I may render myself a sub- 
jeet of prosccution, or which is worse, 
of universal contempt, and what good 
end will be accomplished ?”* 

Had Lnther reasoned thus, bad he 
fancied that, because princes and pre- 
lates were not the first to congage in 
this good work, therefor, the time 
was not come! Instead of waiting for 
tho removal of diffloulties, you ought 
in many cascs to consider them as pur- 
posely laid in your way in order to 
try the sincority of your religion. 

He who has all power in Heaven and 
earth could not only bave sent forth 
His disciples into all the world, bat 
have 80 ordered it that all the world 
should treat them with kinduess and 
aid them in their mission; but 
instead of that he told them 
to lay their accounts with persccutions 
and the loss of all things. This was, 
no doubt, to try their sincerity, and 
the diffioulties laid in your way are 
equally designed to iry yours. 

Let it be considered whether it is 
not owing to this principle that 80 few 
and so feeble efforts have been made 
by tho American Negroes, whose pres- 
ent leaders are men and women ade- 
quate to the task for the propagation 
of the gospel to your heathen breth- 
ren. 

When the Lord Jesns commissioned 
His disciples He commanded them to 
go and teach all nations to preach the 
gospel to every creature, _notwith- 
standing the difficulties and opposi- 
tion that will be in the way. The 
apostles executed their mission with 
a«sidnity and fidelity, but since their 
days we seem to sit down balf content- 
cd tbat the greater portion of Africa 
should remain in ignorance and idola- 
try. Some noble efforts have, indeed, 
been made, but they are small in number 
when compared with the magnitude 
of the object, and why is it 80? 

ve the souls of your heathen breth- 
rei of less value than heretofore? Is 
Christianity less true or less impor- 
tant than in former ages? Are tbere 
no opportunities for societies or indi- 
viduals among the vast number of 
Christian Negroes? 

You have opportunities in abund- 
ance, but what is the consideration? 
You say the time bas not come, that 
this work should go on. I ey it is 
gratifying to know that there are Ne- 

roes in America capable, both 
in a literary aud pecuniary direc- 
tion, that should come to their ances- 
tral home and do this great work 
cbeerfnlly, come and brave the hard- 
ships and perils necessary to be en- 
dured in its accomplishments. These 
if they come will be among the re- 
deemers of Africa, if they suffer they 
will suffer devotedly, and if they die, 
they will die well! And what is death 
for the redemption of « people? His- 
lory is full of examples of meu who bave 
sacrificed themselves for the advance- 
ment of a great cause, for the good of 
their conntry! Every man who dies 
for Africa, if it is necessary to die, 
adds to Africs a new element of salva- 
tion, aud bastens the day of ber re-

Let it be further considered whether it 
is-not owing to this principle that s0 
ſow and feoble efforts are made by the 
American Negroes for the propagation 
of the gospel in Africa. 

Were every church of our race in 
America, ir respective of denomination, 
to avail themselves of that liberty 
which they are allowed, and embraco 
every opportunity of encouraging e- 
patriation, what effects might we not 
hope to ce? Might wo not hopo to 
sc the wilderness of Africa become as 
a ſruitful fleld? Surely, in this matter 
the Negro chnrches in Americs, or auy 
other part of the Christian world, are 
too negligent, all looking to their own 
way—every one for his gain from his 
quarter, while the redemptive work of 
their own race lie waste! 

We hope the day is not distant when 
every Episcopal district of our church 
will join heart and hand in advocating 
tho cause of this important subject, 
and will not wait for a counter order, 
as the Jews did from the Persian 
court. 

America will never be controlled by 
the Negro, so it is useless for the Ne- 
groes of America to entertain any such 
thought. 

I maintain it is an noneceesratry ex- 
penditure of means to erect costly 
churches and other public buildings 
in a country that is not yours, and will 
never be yours, aud allow your fields 
to grow up in superstition and vice; 
for instance, the American Negroes' 
churobes would take up the work in 
Africa in and among the native Afri- 
cans, and appropriate the large sums 
of money that are being obtaibed, and 
even some from the hands of the poor- 
est man and woman, to the establish- 
ment of irdastrial stations „mong 
the native Africans—their kith and 
kin. Would it not be in 
keeping with the prineiples of the 
religion they profess? Each station, 
if properly managed, in tho curse of 
eix or eight years could be set aside as 
a self. supporting station. My reason 
for statiug in the above that I do not, 
in tho whole, agree with the ideas of 
several of our writers on this subject, 
is thus: I do not favor the church in 
America supporting the churches in 
Liberia in the civilized communities — 
thousands and thousands of dollars 
bave been spent in that direction al- 
ready, and it appears to me that it 
simply encourages iudolence, and poo- 
ple are too much disposed to sit down 
on a stool of do-nothing and look 
abroad for « support, and to practice 
such will simply be the means of open- 
ing an avenne for petty credit, If the 
church would appropriate its funds 
directly to the support of preachers 
and teachers sent to the native African 
stations, it will then be in discharge of 
its duty, and God would truly bless its 
efforts; but in the meantime encour- 
age immigration, and by so doing that 
would naturally bnild up our churches 
in the civilized communities, 

In establishing industrial stations 
among the native Afrioans make coffee, 
ginger and 008-cos & wpeocialty in the 
productions of each station.

There he received the neighbors for 
three days, and on the fourth be was 


king, and the king sent two of his sons 
and one thonsand children to escort 
bim to his presence. He walked with 
them down a broad, beautiful avenue 
into the great central square of the 
city. Blanket cloth had been spread 
ont in a great circle of perbaps one 
hundred feet in diameter, and within 
this the ground had been covere:;] with 
levupards' skins. On these skins, sit- 
ting in a hollow equare, were tho seven 
bundred wives of the king and his 
aged sister, while thousands stood out- 
side around the circle, As the king 
was borne ia by his sixteen carriers 
tho air was rent with the shouts of the 
people, and when the king was seated 
the people seated themselves upon the 
ground. Then two princes came for- 
ward, and, taking Mr. Shepherd by 
the arm, coaducted bim into the pres 
enoe of the king. 

The king was gorgeously dressed, 
and wore a crown. He took from his 
belt a knife, which ho said bad be- 
longed to seven Lokugas, and this he 
presented to the yourg man as a token 
of confidence, The king said to bim, 
If you or your people are angry, do 
not fail to let me know, and whatever 
yon want of me or my people you 
thall have. He then presented the 
missionary to his aged sister, and the 
ceremony was at an end. The prince 
conducted him about the city, andas 
he saw their vast markets full of busy 
life, well snpplied with fruits and veg- 
otables and manufactured articles, he 
felt himself to be again in the midst of 
oivilization. He found there « people 
with laws which were strictly enforced, 
ons. Any member of that iribe who 
or of gambling, or of wife beating, is 
severely punished. Every third day 
with them is a Sabbatb, and they care- 
fully observe it. —Africo-American 
Presbyterian.

rules for its own government aud its 
constituents by which collections shall 
be mado. yearly at such times as the 
conventions shall agree upon. And 
sind wo can safely say that there are 
1,500,000 Negro male citizons in the 
United States today, this is based up- 
on the censns statisties of 1890. 
Would it not be wise to assess each 
man $10 per man? Said assessment 
alone would bring np $15,000, 000 every 
year, $2,000,000 of which would send 
over 50,000 persons, which would leavo 
a balance of $13,000,000, This $13, - 
000,000 should be deposited in some 
U. S8. national bank for safety to be 
utilized under the direction uf the 
board of directors; said board of di- 
rectors shall, on sending the emigrants 
to their destination, shall immediately 
negotiate with England or America 
for provisions and railroad construc- 
tiou across that continent for the com- 
mereial development of that great 
country.

FOR THE NEGRO. 


FUTURE OF TIER COLORED RACE, 


It is one of the most commen incidents 
of the present age, of tho 19th century. 
Now, before striking the future of this 
race, let us notice some of the diesat- 
isfactions of the colored people all 
over our country, say in the eastern 
and sonthern states. Now and then 
we can hear of the colored becoming 
dissatisfled with his present condition 
and seeking to better it by changing 
his home. There must be some sorious 
reasons for such a change. It cannot 
be altogether on acconut of his noma- 
dio nature, for no man, nor race loves 
the home of his birth better than he 
does, It cannot be on ncconnut of bis 
laziness for he has never been accused 
of idleness. There is something elee 
to be considered about the fataro of this 
race as to the betterment of his condi- 
tion, Ho bas made every effort he can 
in this, the white man's country, and 
has been nnsncocossſnl in all of his 
nndertakings, Now, I say if tho Ne- 
gro ever has any success in the future, 
he certainly must turn his face toward 
his aucestral home Africa. It is the 
only country under the sun where the 
Negro can point to for bis future sake- 
ty. I have been confronted with re- 
ports by several colored people dur- 
ing my travels throughout the counties 
that I am laboring in, in the intorest of 
my people, that Liberia is so small 
that the Negroes will suffocate. All

peck to do as other races have; buy 
more territory, aud if he cannot buy 
as Other nations have done, Afrios is 
his home; ho may expect to fight for 
ws own country, While I don't think 
it nec ar at present for any one to 
give himself any nneasiness about be- 
ing etifled to death in Liberis at the 
present rate they aro going to that 


country, If any Negroes through 
thess Southern States thinks that he 


will not have room to live in Liberia, 
let him prepare at once and go for his 
best days on this American Continent 
has passed, his only hope is Africa, I 
am very couservativo on this line of 
emigration, - If all the burning at 
the stake, lynching aud putting to 
death in every conceivable way a hu- 
man race can be pnt to death, don't 
show to the Negro that he had better 
seek protection for their wives and 
children, let him stay where he is and 
moet his fate, for it is in the near fu- 
ture. I will further say tho Bible 
saye, he that does not provide for his 
honse and houschold, is worse than an 
intidel.“ Now, Fry, it the husband 
man of the Negro race throughout 
this United States don't prepare to 
protect their children they are gone 
world without an end. The Negro 
tries and docs educate their children, 
for what parpose 1s this, for him future 
thralldom and nothing, he has ug 
future object for educating him, Pro- 
pare yourself for Africa, it is the Ne- 
groes, own home, If you educate a 
Negro it will make him uufit for a 
slave. Go to your own homes.

Adjustable Foundations, 


A sky scraping structure is being 
erected in St. Paul, Minn., with an 


adjustable foundation standing on 
hydranlic jacks. This device has been 


adopted to orercome such disturbances 
in equilibrium of the building as are 
liable to occur owing to the soft fonn- 
dation on which it stands. Forty- 
2even steel uprights placed at regular 
intervals over an area of 6500 square 
feet support the entire weight of tho 
building, under which the hydraulie 
jacks aro being introduced, which will 
alter the level of the building at any 
time during its construction, or even 
alter the whole of the material has 
been placed in position. At the fobt 
of each of these columns may be scen 
a support consisting of rolled steel 
sections, united at an angle. Between 
this conical support aud the base of 
each column are inserted half a dozen 
steel plates. It is the removal or in- 
zertion of these plates which will alter 
the height of the building either low- 
?2ring or raising it. The actual work 
>f raising the building will be done 
oy tho bydraulic jacks,
